The inventions set forth in claims 1 to 4, 37, 39 
and 4 0 involve an inventive step in relation to the 
documents cited in the international search report. None 
of the documents sets forth a feature wherein a musical 
composition structure characteristic section is identified 
based on statistical data of reproduction behavior when a 
plurality of listeners reproduce musical acoustic data, 
and said feature would not be obvious to a person skilled 
in the art. 



The inventions set forth in claims 7 to 15, 18, 19, 
22 to 28 and 33 do not involve an inventive step in the 
light of documents 1 to 3 cited in the international 
search report. Document 1 indicates that an interface is 
provided which displays musical compositions by image 
display using a time axis, arbitrarily sets a section 
within a musical composition, and enables said section to 
Form PCT/IPEA/409 (BoxV) (January 1994) ~" 
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be selected. Moreover, documents 2 and 3 indicate that a 
chorus section can be selected and reproduced, and 
document 2 (paragraph [0051] ) indicates that a 
predetermined chorus can be selected and reproduced. Here, 
the chorus set forth in document 2 corresponds to Number 
1, Number 2 and Number 3... of a song, and is different from 
a chorus, and appears repeatedly within a song, therefore 
it corresponds to the repeated section of the invention 
set forth in this application. In addition, documents 1 to 
3 belong to closely related technical fields, therefore 
when selecting chorus sections or repeated sections, it 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art to conceive 
of displaying those sections, as set forth in document 1. 
Moreover, displaying different types of section by 
differentiating said sections is a matter that a person 
skilled in the art could accomplish by the application of 
ordinary design principles. 

In addition, determining the manner in which 
operational buttons should be provided for selection 
purposes, and the selection of functions which should be 
assigned to the buttons, are merely matters which a person 
skilled in the art could accomplish by the application of 
ordinary design principles . 

The invention set forth in claims 16 and 17 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 to 3 
cited in the international search report. In document 2 it 
\ is obvious that there is section specification data. 

Document 1 also indicates that section specification data 
can be generated. 

The invention set forth in claims 41 to 55 involves 
an inventive step in relation to the documents cited in 
the international search report. None of the documents 

cited in the international search report sets forth a

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feature wherein a repeated section is determined based on 
the degree of similarity between acoustic characteristic 
quantities, and a chorus section is determined on the 
basis of said repeated section, and said feature would not 
be obvious to a person skilled in the art . 
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
